Strunk, an amiable chap with 
a free-swinging philosophy about 
life, clunked the plaster again 
and saw a piece of sheet metal. 
He pulled out a folded piece 
of tin with twine around it and 
inside were two bank deposit 
books, one showing a 1909 bal­ 
ance of $4800 and another show­ 
ing a 1920 balance of $1317.

War’s Cost: A Rising Danger 
A M ERICA’S 
heavy 
com m itm ent 
to 
the 
Viet Nam w ar is a m atter of deep con­ 
cern to the entire nation, not only because 
It is making an im pressive impact on the na­ 
tion’s economy and most fam ily budgets. 
The Federal government so far has shown 
little inclination to trim its unprecedented 
domestic spending. 
If this policy is 
con­ 
tinued, many fear that mounting w ar 
ex­ 
penditures will be the straw that could break 
this country’s economic back. 
Inflationary danger signals are 
up 
for all to see, and questions are raised: 
United States forces are com mitted in 
the field and there can be no economy 
in winning a war. 


Should not the A m erican people have 
the best inform ation available as to the cost 
of that war? 
How else can they judge the 
policies of their governm ent 
in 
making 
com m itm ents for spending that many con­ 
sider to be of secondary im portance under 
present conditions? 
* 
• • • 


Considering only the m aterial price of 
the war. Fortune m agazine presents a com ­ 
prehensive discussion of Pentagon 
policy 
and w ar cost. 
In Fortune’s view, the econo­ 
m ic im pact of the w ar has really just begun 
—there Is much more to come. 
This conclusion is based on the as­ 
sumption the war will get 
bigger 
in 
term s of men and equipment. 
It has been reported, for example, that 
Gen. William C. Westmoreland, U.S. com­ 
m ander in Viet Nam, has indicated in closed 
Congressional hearings that a U.S. build-up 
of 400.000 men, or more, will be needed by 
the end of December. 


With that m any men, supported by neces- 
*ary equipment and supplies, the cost of 
the Viet Nam w ar will run $21 billion an­ 
nually. 
This figure, says Fortune, “ would bring 
on economic strains 
beyond 
what 
most 
economists appear to foresee, and beyond 
what m akers of public policy appear to be 
anticipating. 
The strains would surely add 
to the pressure for higher taxes.’’ 
• • • 
To provide a basis for looking 
beyond 
the current budget and assessing the 
po­ 
tential economic effects of the war, Fortune 
points out that: 
“ In the early phases of any war, the de­ 
fense departm ent can hold down expendi­ 
tures by drawing upon existing forces and 
supplies, just as a fam ily can 
cut 
next 
m onth’s grocery bill by eating up the con­ 
tents of the pantry. 
L ater on in the war, 
expenditures catch up with costs.” 
Fortune predicts the w ar 
in 
Viet 
Nam is nearing this point. 
It is calcu­ 
lated that it currently costs $11.9 bil­ 
lion annually to sustain the war 
and 
200.000 U.S. servicem en in South Viet 
N am —a level reached last 
February. 
The defense 
budget 
for 
fiscal 
I9fi7 
($58.3 billion) includes only $10.3 billion 
for Vietnamese war expenditures. 
As w ar expenses begin to take iheir 
toll, Secretary of Defense McNamara could 
cut further into defense programs not 
di- 
rectly connected with the war. but choices 
for deferring expenditures in 1967 have al­ 
ready largely been exhausted in the “econo­ 
m y ” drive of the last couple of years. 
* «k

The defense departm ent, meanwhile, has 
based its requests for w ar 
appropriations 
upon w hat a Pentagon official calls “ cal­ 
culated requirem ents”—calculating how far 
ahead you have to order an item in order 
to have it when you need it. 
This coincides with M cNam ara's pol­ 
icy of buying at the last possible mo­ 
m ent to avoid “ overbuying” and a huge 
surplus at w ar’s end. 
Although the tac­ 
tic has m erit, it does imply that requests 
for additional sums could come up at 
any tim e. 
Thus, requests for Vietnamese war ex­ 
penditures in the 1967 budget barely begin 
to suggest the level of spending that 
lies 
ahead. 
In conclusion, Fortune says, 
“ There is 
likely to be mounting 
astonishm ent 
this 
year and next as the bad news about 
the 
w ar’s costs and the implied message about 
taxes and inflation sink in. 
“ It’s a good bet that Americans will still 
consider the war worth winning. 
There is no reason for them, not to know 
its cost.”

Ky Renews Peace 


Talks With Heads 


AP Saigon Observer 
— Prem ier Nguyen Cao Ky has 
smashed 
Buddhist 
dissidence 
threatening his regime — and 
cautiously renewed peace talks 
with Buddhist leaders. 
It was a matter of political 
necessity. No Vietnamese go­ 
vernment can ignore the Unified 
Buddhist 
Church. 
Despite 
its 
present disarray, it still claims 
to represent nearly two million 
of Viet N am ’s people. 
The problem is particularly 
acute in view of the September 
general elections which the rad ­ 
ical wing of Viet Nam's Bud­ 
dhism has threatened to boy­ 
cott. 
After the remnants of dissi­ 
dence were liquidated in the 
north 
and 
Saigon's 
Buddhist 
Institute 
was 
sealed 
off 
by 
police, 
Ky 
began 
discussions 
with 
the institute's 
moderate 
head, Tam Chau. 
* *

The premier promised to re­ 
build the damaged pagodas and 
take care of Buddhist followers 
wounded in the recent fighting. 
Ky stressed that the “ present 
opposition of some monks to my 
government results from a mis­ 
understanding — 
my 
govern­ 
ment has never pursued a poli­ 
cy of religious repression. But 
we could not tolerate open re­ 
bellion.” 
Tam Chou, who disassociated 
himself from the recent rioting 
and moved out of the Buddhist 
Institute 
compound, 
obviously 
was 
trying 
to 
restore 
the 
Church's position. 
The monk pleaded with Ky to 
release arrested Buddhists, par­ 
ticularly Tri Quang. who once 
wielded tremendous power but 
now has been reduced to repeat­ 
ed appeals for the government 
to resign. 
Tri 
Quang was 
transported 
Tuesday from the northern city 
of Hue to a Saigon hospital 
where he was under guard. In a 
gesture of conciliation, the gov­ 
ernment allowed other monks to 
visit him. 
It was clear that a dialogue 
has been started, with major 
political consequences possible.

The government is in a favor­ 
able position — at no time' has 
the 
Unified 
Buddhist 
Church 
been more shaken up and divid­ 
ed. Its more radical faction has 
demonstrated no concrete policy 
beyond demands for the resig­ 
nation of Ky and the chief of 
state. Nguyen Van Thieu. This 
led to a split within the Church 
leadership. 
At this stage, Tri Quang, often 
described 
as 
a 
“ man 
w h o 
m akes 
American 
diplomats 
trem ble,” no longer held much 
power although undoubtedly he 
still kept some influence. 
“ He may 
make the Ameri­ 
cans tremble, but not me,” Ky 
said recently. 
The Unified Buddhist Church 
was another matter. Ky. show­ 
ing signs of astuteness in poli­ 
tics, was not ignoring it. 
Tam Chau, a slight, bespecta­ 
cled monk who seldom gives a 
direct answer, was perhaps the 
key to the Church’s future. E ar­ 
lier this month he negotiated a 
compromise with 
the govern­ 
ment 
— a compromise disa­ 
vowed by Buddhist radicals.
